This failed and during the 
night the communists seized control 
again by force, capturing1 -nineteen 
hostages, including police officials. 


A new communist dictatorship was 


established today, consisting of five 
soldiers and five workmen. A brick- 
layer named Poltz is president.

PARIS,'April 12.—Germany loses all her colonies, it was revealed in an official sum- 


marization of. the revised league.of nations' covenant made public tonight 


The'colonies, as well as the territories of the Turkish empire, will be administered by 


the league through states acting as voluntary mandatories. 


The Monroe doctrine is protected by the following paragraph: 
'"The covenant does not affect the validity of international engagements, such as treat- 


ies of arbitration of regional understandings, like the Monroe doctrine, for securing the 
maintenance of peace." 


The members of the league will agree to reduce their armaments under plans suggested by the 


league council, with the consent of the states themselves. 


In case of disputes, the member states will submit their difficulties to arbitration, or inquiry by 


the council. The council, however, can make no ruling that affects purely domestic matters. War 
shall not be resorted to until at least three months after an award is made, and not then against the 
state which accepts the award. 


A power which breaks the league covenant will be regarded as having committed an act of "war 


against the league. 


The new text contains twenty-six articles.' T he entire document has been carefully revised from 


the point of view of drafting and it contains in ad dition its specific statement of u number of princi- 
ples heretofore regarded by the commission as implicit in the covenant. Except for the technical task 
of bridging the French and English text into ace ord, the covenant is ready for the plenary confer- 
ence. It will therefore be made public in the course of a few days.

ONE 


The league 
of nations is 


founded in-order to promote in- 
ternational .co-operation and to 
secure peace. The league will 
include: 
.(A)- The • belligerent 
states named in a document an- 
nexed to the1 covenant; (B) All 
the neutral states so named, and 
(C) In the future any self-gov- 
erning country whose admission 
is approved by two-thirds of the 
states already members ol the 
league. A state may withdraw 
from the league providing it has 
kept its obligations to date, on 
giving two years' notice. 


TWO 


The league will act through 
an assembly comprising not 
more than three representatives 
of each of the member states, 
each state, however, 
having 
only one vote arrd a council 
comprising, for the present, one 
representative of each of the 
five great powers and each of 
four other powers, as selected 
from time to time by the as- 
sembly. The number of powers 
of each class represented on the 
council may be increased by the 
unanimous consent of the.coun- 
cil and a majority of the assem- 
bly. 
Others powers have the 
right to sit as members of.the 
council during the decision of 
matters of which they are spe- 
cially interested. In the coun- 
cil, as in the assembly, each 
state will have ' only one vote. 
Both these bodies are to meet a,t 
stated intervals (the council at 
least once a year) and at other 
timt>s if required; both can deal 
with any matter that is of in- 
ternational interest or threaten- 
ing the peace of the world; the 
decision of both must be unani- 
mous, except in certain speci- 
fied cases,.matters of procedure, 
for instance, being decided by 
majority vote. The league will 
have a permanent secretariat 
under a secretary-general. The 
secretariat and all other bodies 
under the league may'.include 
women equally with men. A 
permanent court of international 
justice and various permanent 
commissions and bureaus are 
also to be established.

from sifting in all over tho body. 


"Corduroy trousers are my favorites,"

"It depends upon the country in which 


the cowboy is ridins as to the kind of 
chaps he wears—leather or angora. The 
angora or hair chaps are worn in wet 
weather because the rain won't soak 
through so easily, while the leather 
chaps are much better in the hot coun- 
try' for protection against the sage- 
brush and cactus.

about J50, and you can spend as much 
more as you like in adorning them 
with silver ornaments."

The western Eskimo consider that 


sudden death, pestilence, or famine 
will follow upon the sewing of' cari- 
bou skin garments within a certain 
number of days after one of the 
large sea animals has been killed. It 
Ms true among many tribes of Eskimo 
that caribou skin garments must not 
be made or mended on the sea ice. 
The flesh of caribou and of seals 
must not, among some tribes, 
be 


eaten at the same time, nor must the 
flesh of caribou be eaten on the sea 
at all.

Jonchery accuses M. Benedlte of 
having got works of Rodin repro- 
duced in marble and bronze by other 
workmen. M. Benedite denies Jon- 
chery's statement in regard to him- 
self."

ASSIST FARM BUREAU. 


Commenting on past and pros- 


pective war work in Alameda county 
the bulletin issued by the agricul- 
tural department of the University 
of California says: 
• "The county farm adviser and his 
assistant were active in assisting the 
farm bureau to conduct its cam- 
paigns. They formed a cow testing 
department with eight members and 
625 cows. 'Advice and plans were 
made for the remodeling and con- 
struction of ten septic tanks in.tlio 
county. Much help was given in the 
control of the grape leaf hopper on 
vin^s. Relief was also given in com- 
batting animal diseases and thirty- 
two demonstration meetings "were 
held with attendance of 200 to show 
tho value in followinglmodern ideas 
along this line. 
Fifty-four poultry- 


men adopted improved methods of 
handling poultry as recommended 
by the farm adviser and during 
demonstrations 9000 chickens were 
vaccinated for chicken-pox. In ad- 
dition to this 1500 animals trere vac- 
cinated for blackleg, 490 for an- 
thrax, 520 Tor tuberculosis and 17* 
hogs for cholera- Calls for assist- 
ance 
among farmers required a 


traveling of nearly 27,000 miles by 
the farm adviser's offica.

The Knights of Columbus, like the 


Y. II. C. A., the Salvation Army and 
all other 
welfare 
agencies, 
were 


working at top speed 
when 
notice 


was given to ail the world that 
the last shot of the great war would 
be fired on November 11. The men 
in the service had accepted our work 
as a substantial evidence of the fact 
that the people back home were with 
them in all their trials, and they 
showed the utmost good nature in 
the fac« 
of circumstances 
which 


often prevented us giving them the 
quality of service we constantly 
aimed at. The excitement 
of the 


fighting made them relish even the 
slightest token of home regard, such 
as a cup of chocolate or a stick of 
chewing gum. more than they had 
ever before relished any little luxury. 


N'ATCRAJj KJEAOHOX 


With the cessation of hostilities a 


sort of enervation took place in all 
the armies. This was simply a na- 
tural reaction; but it was a. reaction 
of the first Importance so far as war 
relief work was concerned; it meant 
that the boys would be in a frame of 
mind where they would require the 
dullest service that could be given to 
them by the organizations who had 
received funds for their work from 
their home folks. 


The Knights of Columbus, instead 


of letting their work remain static, 
as some might have Imagined to be 
the right policy under the new con- 
ditions, made a rapid survey of the 
situation and decided to at once add 
another three hundred workers to 
the seven hundred already overseas 
and to erect and aco,uire new club 
houses. 
Fifty new clubhouses were 


opened. 
At a. conference with the 


heads of the other organizations a 
plan was evolved whereby maximum 
effort could be given to the work 
with the avoidance of any o%'erlap- 
ping. 
Where a Red Cross or a "Y" 


hut was already administering to all 
the troops in a given locality, the K_ 
of C. placed their club in a locality 
not already covered. 
Thus soldiers 


who, 
during the rush of actual battle, 


could not be reached, were assured 
of 
recreation 
and 
entertainment 


when the long period of waiting set 
in. 


YOUNGER 3EEN SENT. 


It has been part of the K- of C. 


policy from the outset not to send 
women overseas. The Knights acted 
with the knowledge that in stress of 
actual conflict mature men would be 
better able to bear the hardships of 
military life. 
We have found that 
even mature men cannot, in all 
cases, 
retain their 
health 
while 


working 
strenuously in a strange, 


damp climate. 
We have had to send 


over younger men to replace older 
men who had literally worked their 
health away under all sorts of con- 
ditions, serving the boys. 
We have also found it a good thing 
to send girls overseas to do clerical 
work. 
They are young, experienced 


stenographers and are often helpful 
when visiting hospitals in taking let- 
ters from men unable to write, and 
bring them back for signature, after- 
wards mailing them. 


Athletic recreation is 
what 
the 


boys are particularly eager for. The 
Knights contemplate sending over a 
star semi-professional team, head- 
ed, most likely, by a big league fav- 
orite.

Blood Poisoning Real Peril ij: 


Biting Your Finger Nails

It seems very convenient at times 


to relieve a nervous situation by 
biting the nails, an act that Involves 
the risk ot" exposing the delicate 
area or that ot actually tearing 
away a part of the One, delicate tis- 
sue. 
This, of course, not only In- 


volves some pain, but also a deficit* 
blow to the refinement that ia al- 
'w ays characteristic of well kept Cn- 
ger nails. 


If the finger nails are bitten and 


the hardened cuticle about them is 
at the same time lorn away by the 
teeth, the tips of the fingerg soon 
become angular and clumsy. This 
condition is explained by the £act- 
that the nail, the hardest skin sub- 
stance, with its power to keep the 
muscies firm and 
hence in good 


shape, ig gone. It thoa remains for 
the muscles alone to protect and 
guard themselves against rough sur- 
faces as best they can. This they 
accomplish by the formation of the 
outer akin into the same hard and 
firm texture as composes the skin 
of the soles and heels. If the owner 
of such fingers then further insists 
upon giving vent to his nervous 
energy he takes the chance of dis- 
figuring them and runs the nsk of 
blood poisoning. 


Biting the finger nails can easily 


be overcome with the aid of an ex- 
pert manicurist, and the naiio can be 
brought back into beautiful shape 
by tender nursing and care. The 
hardened skin on the edges of tb* . 
fingers can also be removed if deli- • 
cateness of the hand Is desired. Tims 
the contour of the finger nails win 
in time become so enhanced *^at th» 
owner should entirety lose hfa de- 
sire ever again to disfigure them by 
the nervous habit of biting them. 


Shabby cuticle and untrimmei 


nails are not the rule fortunately; 
but the exception. A woman mast 
give a definite time to the adorn- 
ment of her nails as she does- to the 
beautifying of her complexion for, 
be her complexion as perfect aa It 
may, it is overshadowed by unkept 
hands. 


When the nails are manicured, at 


least once a week, scissors or knives 
should be kept away from the nails 
and cuticles. The file should be osed 
to reduce the nails in size. This not 
only produces a well-rounded con- 
tour of the nails, but also makes 
them hard and durable and much 
less apt to break upon contact with 
a solid surface. 


The nails should be filed before 


the hands are soaked in water, since 
they are more brittle 
when dry 


When the nail of each finger has 
been trimmvd and brought Into j^oocl 
shape, 
soak the 
hands m wat<-r 


which contains a bit of soap essence 
or ordinary dissolved soap. 
This 


will soften the dirt underneath the 
nail and also the cuticle. 


It Is easier to use a cnticle re- 


mover than it is to use the scissors. 
Dip the orange wood stick covered 
with raw cotton into the bottle con- 
taining the liquid, work the stick 
about the cuticle, gently pushing it 
back. 
When you have done this, 


rinse the fingers in clear water and 
push the cuticle gently backward 
when 5rou dry your hands. 
The 


cuticle is now soft and pliable and 
will easily yield to the gentle- back- 
ward push. 


If the skin about your nails is in- 


clined to become too dry you may 
apply a cream to make it soft and 
pliant 
A white cream used under 


the nails will add to the appearance 
of your fingers and hands. 
In a 


similar way, a pink cream for the 
top of your nails and finally a polish 
makes the finishing touch complete.

Before the war there were.in this 


country eight million women gain- 
fully employed, of whom two/rnillion 


and a half were engaged In manu- 
factories, in trade, transportation or 


i in public service. Since the begin- 


i ning of hostilities, women have be- 
| come increasingly employed In man- 


i ufacturing and 
other productive In- 


dustries, and the presumption is that 
their number will be augmented with 
the assurance that they arc a per- 
manent 
economic 
and industrial 


factor. 


"While we have a Secretary of 


Labor in tho President's Cabinet at 
the present time, the unique position 
of women, coupled -with ancient tra- 
ditions which threaten their liberty 
in the world's market, requires that 
there shall be an Assistant Secretary 
of Labor to whom problems affect- 
ing women's employment may be re- 
ferred. And this assistant secretary 
should be a woman. When the time 
comes that women, like men, may 
freely and without prejudice enter 
into the industrial life of the world, 
with all the Incentives which men 
now enjoy, the necessity for special j 
legislation will disappear," declares 
Dr. Shaw, now as ever the faithful 
ally of women. 


Before reform legislation can be- 


come a fact, public opinion must be 
come moulded. The constant talk, 
then, in clubs and elsewhere Is not 
wasted. 
It is the rumbling of the 


volcano, and the volcano in full 
action will be the vote of organized 
womanhood. 


AYhat may not women accomplish 


when, in addition to their power of 
persuasion and educational agitation, 
they add that of legislation? With 
political enfranchisement in many 
states and the assurance of universal 
suffrage in all states, women have 
the high privilege and opportunity 
to build into a reconstructing govern- 
ment those ideals which make for 
mestic tranrjuility. social morality, 
civic integrity and national peace. 


WHAT ITALIAN" WOMKV 
ARE TALKING ABOUT. 


While women of America are asfc- 


ing for representation in the Presi- 
dent's cabinet, while they are de- 
manding "equal pay for equal work," 
it is interesting to read what some 
of the women of our allied countries 
are doing and thinking about; when 
progress in America seems a little 
slow to women—when they cannot 
understand why they still must fight 
for the things they deem so neces- 
sary—a little glimpse of conditions 
somewhere else—in a country which 
seems like a dream of loveliness to 
those who long to visit it—a little 
glimpse 
makes 
the 
progress of 


American \vomen seem unbounded. 


The Countess Maria Angelo Loschi, 


the first woman sent by the Italian 
government across the Atlantic upon 
a foreign mission, writes interest- 
ingly of her countrywomen and ours 


in a recent publication: 


"We women of Italy, smiling be- 


hind our tears, face a future frith 
strange visions in our eyes. Our re- 
cent sad past of death and destitu- 
tion, our three years' part in the war, 
has weakened our children, killed 
our men and threatened our national 
fabric. But it was'only a threat, and 
our survival, while placing heavy 
burdens of reconstruction on our 
shoulders, sees us with new priv- 
ileges. 


"Before the war Italy's women 


were more 
circumscribed 
by old 


ideals than the women of any of the 
countries of Christian Europe, Fem- 
inism has long had its day in-the 
Scandinavian and Anglo-Saxon coun- 
tries. In France, since the time of 
Madame do Stael, women have stood 
at the back of their men, prompting 
them from behind the scenes. 
In 


the Balkans, women, because of the 
poverty and undeveloped state of 
natural resources, have worked side 
by side with the men in shop and 
field. Even in Germany women were 
seeking freedom. But in Italy, tha 
men, 
guided by traditions as old as 


the Koman empire, believed that our 
place was In the home. And we were 
content in that belief. Our customs 
and 
our education were directed 


toward one ideal—that of wifehood 
and motherhood. If we were of the 
nobility we were taught the gentler 
arts—painting, literature, embroid- 
ery, music. If we were of the work- 
ing people we learned how to cook, 
to sew and to keep house. In what- 
ever walk we might be, we -sere 
protected from 
knowledge of the 


world. 


"Overnight this changed. You all 


know how the Italian women, proud- 
est noble or humblest peasant, re- 
acted to the eall to sen-ice. Into the 
hospitals, the factories, the shops, 
the public utilities, the banks the 
offices, the fields, we went at a mo- 
ment's notice. "We were ready to do 
any kind of work, not afraid of any- 
thing which would help our men 
who had gone so bravely to turn 
back the Austrian invasion. 
There 


was not a trained nurse in Italy. Yet 
we went willingly with our medical 
units, shirking no duty far up into 
rugged 
and 
ice-bound mountain 


ridges. I think It -wa.= our lack of 
training as nurses that first made us 
realize how little we were equipped 
for the tasks we were given to do. It 
was not so bad until the unexpected 
and sudden Piave dif'aster, when our 
hospitals were destroyed and our 
equipment taken from us. 


"From the north, the Gotha raids 


:?ent hundreds of thousands of refu- 
gees crowding down on us In their 
terror and distress. "We did the best 
we could under the circumstances. 
But you American women must un- 
derstand just how difficult it was for 


us. The Italians are a proud and 
sensitive people. 
Our measures of 


relief had to be those which gave 
them temporary help and a way to 
permanent 
comfort through their 


own efforts. Establishing the re 
gees—or profughi as we Italians call 
them—In homes, we opened schools 
f«r the children and workshops for 
the women. In this tre wers handi- 
capped by lack of sufficient money 
and our ignorance of organization. 
Added to this was our native timid- 
ity in stepping out from the seclusion 
of our homes into a path so foreign 
to us. 


"It was the work of the women of 


the American Red Cross that opened 
our eyes. 
"When they arrived in 


Italy they found us bewildered. As 
I^have said before, we had accom- 
plished much, but that much was 
little In comparison with all that had 
to be done. The American women 
took hold at once, astonishing us 
with their genius for organization. 
The way in which they established 
central offices and sent out other 
women, covering the entire country 
in little time, was a revelation to us. 
The high prices which they paid for 
labor was also a new departure for 
us. Their quick intuition as to needs. 
their ready ability to meet them, told 
us at once that here was what we 
needed. 
This contact 
with 
the 


American woman, through the wom- 
en of the American Red Cross, is one 
of the gifta that war has brought to 
Italy's peace chest. 


"It naturally wrought novel con- 


ditions among our women. They be- 
gan to have new desires. Their hori- 
zons expanded beyond the old limits 
of the home. 
Many of them, the 


wives of poor men then at the front, 
for the first time in their lives, knew 
what it was to have money of their 
own to spend as they liked. Young 
girls, -who had looked forward to 
early marriages and who had known 
little of vanity, began to long for the 
things that American women had. 
Others began to sep a future which 
held something they liked better 
than wifehood and motherhood. Xew 
vocations 
presented 
themselves | 


Their tastes changed. Why, up to 
two years ago I do not believe there 
was a working girl In Ital ywho 
knew what it was to own a pair of 
silk stockings. Even in the nobilit} 
silk stockings were luxuries reserved 
for evening or reception attire. Be- 
fore our entrance into the war there 
were few of us who had dreamed of 
stenography, typing, clerical work or 
vocations of any kind. 


"During the war Italy had little to 


think of this chance- She was too 
busy holding her line. T?i)i when the 
armistice was in sight, the necessity 
for coping with the situation per- 
plexed us. 
Although we still feel 


that woman's place is in the hone. 


that the family is the foundation of 
true civilization, we have seen that 
with a million of our men either 
dead or disabled, a million women 
would be forced to remain at work; 
that with thousands of orphans and 
homeless girls, there would bo much 
for the women of leisure to do out- 
side of tleir homes; that w« must 
have vocational and trade schools, 
compulsory education, extending to 
every part of our country; and. above 
all, that we most learn from those 
•whose methods were tha result of 
long experience. 
And for this we 


have turned to you women of Amer- 
ica."

other is fascinated by learning • to 
weare a bead chain. 
Both of these 


boys have a knee firmly clasped in a 
plaster cast; the long period of wait- 
ing for the knee to mend is short- 
ened perceptibly by the interesting 
•work. But beyond that fact lies the 
great reason for this bedside therapy 
In which tho government aids are 
engaged. 
And the great reason is 


wholly

psychological 
one—tho 


man from the moment he is able to 
take notice is given something to do 
with his hands. He is made to feel 
from the very moment he enters the 
hospital that indeed he Is not done 
for—there is something he can do.

As soon as a man can make a per- 


fect basket he is given something 
else to do; when tho bead chain he 
is trying to make for his sweetheart 
Is a chain worthy of his brst efforts, 
he Is given a change of occupation— 
for it is not the desire or the plan 
of the educational service of the 
army to make basket weavers or 
bead workers out of its reconstructed 
men. It Is easy for a patient to be-

regular waits between these. 
At 


first it is unbearable for skilled m»- 
chinists, draftsmen and other trades- 
men, back from the front to He in 
bed and wait Ihese regular happen- 
ings of hospital 
life—and 
then 


comes a period of being accustomed 
to it—and then contentment. Th%t 
was the old order of "things, before 
the educational service changed it 
all. No longer Is the disabled sol- 
dier allowed to become an uninter- 
ested but contented patient—h* no 
longer becomes hospitalized, hating 
the time when he will have to le*y« 
the shelter of the place and take np 
the occupation of selling pencBs or 
shoestrings on the "street corners. 


His interest la intrigued from the 


moment he enters Letterman and 
with the varying of occupations of- 
fered him, his interest does not wane. 


Recently, within the last- month, 


commodious barracks have been 
built at Letterman. where practically 
anything a man may desire to learn 
will be taught. 
Mornings the bar- 


racks are full of boys and men; some 
of them are taking first courses in

—sonic arc taking advanced courses. 
Some are studying automobile me- 
chanics—with the real thing to pick 
to pieces and put together again. 


Out in the old world's fair ground 


boys are learning to drive tractors, 
and when they leam to -do it they 
plow the land for the vegetable gar- 
dens.

when a town went dry it was good-by to his min- 
eral water. 
There was no demand for it after- 


ward. 
A part of the demand might have been 


a family trade, but even this was hit by the dry 
wave. Whereas, when liquor could be obtained 


mineral water was in demand, when things be- 
came bone dry, everybody seemed to be satisfied 
with pump water. 
Water Front Leases 


Supervisor Welch's effort to head off the Har- 


bor Board's bill which would permit term 
leases of water front premises to be entered into 
is not in a way to get very far. 
It was under- 


stood that he was speaking for the majority of 
the board when he showed up to fight the bill. 
But at the meeting last Monday there was a dis- 
position to inquire now he came to be authorized 
to'speak for the municipal body; and it was de- 
veloped that there was decided opposition on the 
part of members to the board being listed up that 
way. 
Another'proposition in this connection 


was the closing of Bluxome street. 
This is a 


i horoughfare fifty feet wide and some five hun- 
died feet long, which it is desired to close to af- 
ford better leeway for the handling and storage 
of vegetable oils.

latter instance there was no balk at giving away 
city real estate outright, but in the other case, 
where the harbor board wanted to encourage and 
stabilize commerce and industry by being able 
to negotiate term leases, it was considered a great 
invasion of the people's rights. * 
Enormous Volume of Records 


On April G there was delivered to the United 


States Railway Administration all the records of 
the draft boards of the nation. 
The records' had 


been packed in standard boxes in accordance 
with governmental 
instructions. 
The^e boxes 


were gathered up and transported to centers in 
larger cities, whence they were started for Wash- 
ington in special trains. 
There were 
twenty- 


three millions of men of record in the draft, of 
each of which there is a full description—physi 
cal condition, affidavits, questionnaires, particu- 
lars as to exemption, etc. The estimated weight o. 
each ''dossier'' is two to five pounds. 
Califor 


nia's recoids alone will load two hundred cars 
and San Francisco's will fill twenty. 
This is 


undoubtedly the most remarkable collection o: 
personal records ever assembled. 
They were 


mobilized by railroads exactly as troops are— 
first at concentration points and thence to desti 
nation. 
The income tax reports

rill furnish 


another enormous mass of statistics, which may 
not equal the draft records in a single year, bu1 
which will be an annual shipment. 
United Railroads Suits 


There has been considerable perturbation on 


the part of serious people as to the suits brought 
by the United Railroads Company against the 
city to 7-ecover damages for paralleling its tracks 
and infringing what it maintains to be its rights 
The acts upon which the suits are based were 
committed in the face of apparent statutory and 
charter inhibitions, though on the advice of offi- 
cials and having warrant in decisions of local 
courts. 
If was easy enough here; but when the 


matter gets before such sterilized bodies as the 
United States Supreme Court it 
is 
different. 


Senator Johnson has been retained by the city 
with a fee of $5000, to help with the case,

School Teachers to Get a Raise 


The school teachers are going to get their sal- 


ary raise of §20 sflat. Salaries and wages have 
been very generously boosted in other depart- 
ments. The minimum wage in the street depart- 
ment is §5 a, day, the firemen and policemen are 
to get §20 a month more, the heads and numerous 
sub-heads of departments are to enjoy substantial 
increases and the clerks are to get more. It looked 
as though nobody was thinking of the 1700 teach- 
ers till Supervisor Power came through with a 
resolution to increase their pay in the regula- 
tion amount of §20 a month, thus putting them 
within hailing distance of street sweepers. Powers 
is of the minority, which minority numbers three 
and is carefully watched that it may not score 
politically over the majority, numbering fiftteen.

Frederick, and both Mack and Miss Frederick 
are now in the film belt of Southern California, 
where they are under contract with the Goldwyn 
Pictures Corporation. 
About four weeks ago 


friends of Mack caused him to be detained in the 
psychopathic ward of the county hospital at Los 
Angeles. Miss Frederick has made the statement 
that she will not live with him any longer unless 
he straightens up. Mack's real name is Charles 
McLaughlin. He is 42 years old, and has been 
successful as actor, playwright, producer and di- 
rector. His marriage to Pauline Frederick oc- 
curred four years ago. Marjorie Kambeau, his 
former wife, was a Morosco star, and was popu- 
larly known in amusement circles about the bay. 
Women Railroaders 


Something like fifteen yeart. ago the Southern 


Pacific Company caused it to be understood, if 
it was not announced as a policy, that there- 
after only men would be taken on in clerical ca- 
pacities. 
It was elucidated that generally men 


went into railroading as a life job while women 
did not always, and that much railroad work was 
unsuitable to women. That policy has been aban- 
doned. It had been abandoned before the Fed- 
eral Government took over the roads. But when 
the differentiation as to salaries was wiped out 
it was put definitely in the discard, and the policy 
now is to give more definite status to the woman 
who goes into railroading. There are 1500 women 
employed in the big building at 65 Market street. 
None is taken on without first being questioned 
as to her -ultimate purpose in applying for a rail- 
road job, her ideas as to railroad w-ork and as 
to woman's sphere, and all that. It is understood 
that any single woman is likely to marry, but it 
seems to be the aim to avoid making the railroad 
job a stop gap till marriage eventuates. It is at 
lenst desired that the situation be fully under- 
stood, and to that end a matron is employed to in- 
form and advise and generally to watch over ^he 
large flock of girl and women railroaders. 
The First Petroleum Refinery 


A statement was made in a news article relat- 


ing to the sudden death of W. S. Rheem. at Santa 
Cruz last Sunday, that the first petroleum re- 
finery in California was established at Richmond 
about the year 1900. 
The fact is not taken into 


account that many years before that—more than 
fifteen—a refinery was established. at Alameda 
Point by the late D. G. Scofield, the late Charles 
N. Felton, and others, and that it was steadily 
maintained until the interests of its owners were 
taken over by the Standard. 
It obtained its 


crude oil from the Ventura wells, which had been 
drawn from many years before the larger fieWs 
in Kern and other counties were discovered. 
It 


was when California was found to be one of the 
most prolific oil States that the Standard es- 
tablished itself here in a big way, developing 
Rchmond as an o^l refining and shipping cen- 
ter, and taking over the old-time California con- 
cern. 
With the latter went Scoiicld, who be- 


came the president of the California Standard 
corporation and remained so till his death, two 
years ago. 
Kheem was his successor. 
He was 


an "'oil man" in the east, having come out when 
the Standard went into the business here so ex- 
tensively. 
Valley of the Moon 
? 


At his famous ranch in the "Valley of the 


Moon" the late Jack London mapped out a big 
program; but it was always understood that it 
absorbed much of the prolific writer's income, 
huge as it was, instead of returning a dividend. 
Since his death, however, Mrs. London has taken 
it in hand and transposed it from a liability to 
an asset. 
The fancy stock that did not justify 


itself has been eliminated, and stretches of the 
1500-acre demesne that was not agriculturally at 
work has been made to produce. 
Mrs. London 


does not necessarily rely on subordinates for in- 
formation as to the ranch's management, 
but 


from the back of a thoroughbred inspects all that 
is going on. Her supervision is active and per- 
sonal. 
While every day that weather permits 


she rides over the ranch, a part of the day is set 
aside for work on a biography of her famous 
husband. 
The residence is an bid-time farm- 


house, built Avithout reference to its occupancy 
by literary folk. It was taken over when the pre- 
tentious mansion built by the late author was de- 
stroyed by fire just as it had been 
completed. 


It underwent some alterations to fit it for an 
abode and a literary workshop. 
In one end of 


the rambling structure the author established his 
den, in which he worked to the day of his death. 
This apartment is maintained just as it was 
when Jack London wrote his last line. 
It 
is 


adorned by pictures, cartoons, mementos, souve- 
nirs and curios, gathered from far corners of the 
earth. 
Book cases are everywhere, in one of 


which are first editions of all of London's works. 
These show the development of his genius, from 
his early sketches to his Alaskau stories, which 
many think are 
his 
crowning 
achievements. 


Across the hall Mrs. London pursues her bio- 
graphical work, whose ^appearance is awaited 
with much interest. 
Shortage of Ferryboats 


Another exemplification of the difference be- 


tween Federal control of such utilities as ferries 
and a get-at-able home control is afforded in the 
lines that ply the bay. 
The Alameda route, for 


one reason and another, has put on some old craft 
that are uncomfortable and unpopular. 
When 


complaint was made by commuters it was for- 
warded to Washington. 
We are advised that it 


has been "taken up" by the authorities there, and 
the explanation has been vouchsafed that the 
service is all that is possible for the present. 
There may be something in this explanation, but 
how long would it get past if former conditions 
prevailed, and the control resided in the owning 
company? 
The exigencies that necessitate the 


use of the unpopular craft were the burning of 
the Santa Clara and the overhauling, 
which 


amounts almost to rebuilding, of the Oakland, 
two of the main reliances of the Southern Pacific 
ferry system. 
An important fact would seem to 


be disclosed in this connection, which is that 
there is a shortage of ferry boats on this line. 
The building of them has not kept pace with the 
growth of population. 
Philippine Independence 


The appearance in the country of Governor 


Harrison of the Philippines coincidently with 
the arrival of a delegation to urge the independ- 
ence of the islands; the endorsement of the dele- 
gation's representations by the Governor and the 
intimation that the national administration looks 
favorably on withdrawing from the country, is 
disturbing to those in a way to fully understand 
the situation. 
According to their -way of look- 


ing at it, Philippine independence should 
be 


worked out very gradually, and is not likely to 
be brought about with good results by those who 
have made it a political issue from the outset of 
their accession to power. 
What has 
already 


been done they think has greatly disturbed the 
orderly process that was going on to raise the 
Filipinos to a plane where they would be able to 
maintain their independence against encroach- 
ments sure to beset them. 
Spoken Drama and Film 


A moving picture attraction in which a noted 


actor is shown in a film and then in propria per- 
sona in a sketch or act is believed by some amuse- 
ment puneyors to portend a change in this form 
of entertainment. It was predicted rather freely 
when moving pictures first broke out that the 
spoken drama would be crowded off the stage. 
This has not ouly proved to be erroneous, but the 
spoken drama has maintained a distinct place in 
the realm of amusements, with prices generally 
ten times higher than tuose which prevail for 
film shows. 
But 
to see a famous 
actor 


screened, and then immediately to see him per- 
form in person, is a novelty that may hit the 
jaded fancy. 
Films can't repeat as actors do, 


who become established with the public; but they 
afford a display of his powers more intimate ia 
n way than is possible in the spoken drama, and 
the combination is believed (o foreshadow a 
popular trend.

Motor Carriers Help Save Paris 
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Universal Use Can Now be Assured 


Tbo future history of the motor truck 


has been written. 


It was written on the battlefields and 


shell-torn roads of France and in the 
industrial centers and over the protect- 
ed highways of this country. 


Historians of the great war have told 


us how the motor truck saved Paris. 
They have told us of those constant, 
never-ending trains which carried am- 
munition and supplies from the ships 
in the harbors to tho men at the front, 
regardless of road conditions, regard- 
less of whether there were any roads. 
We know in this country what a factor 
these trains were when, in lieu of prop- 
er railroad facilities, they were utilized 
to haul supplies to the cantonments and 
material of war from industrial centers 
to ports of shipping. 


But the part the motor truck played 


in the great war concerns us now only 
in that it has universally demonstrated 
its worth as an efficient, dependable 
mode of transportation. 
It has under- 


gone the crucial test—a test such as 
even the manufacturer a few years ago 
could not have conceived—and has come 
forth unscathed. 


As a result that which the*far-sisht- 


ed men of the industry .have predicted 
is coming to pass—the universal use of 
the motor truck as a common carrier 
of freight from city to city. 


Already trains of motor trucks are In 


operation in various parts of the coun- 
try. 
Practically all the larger 
cities 


hav« and many of the smaller 
ones 


hoast of from one to a dozen such lines, 
running to various points. 
Some com- 


mercial and Industrial establishments 
are depending almost 
entirely upon 


trucks to transport their goods to mar- 
kets twenty, fifty and even*seventy-five 
miles distant. 


Daily trips of a sccre or more trucks 


are known to be required by a single 
establishment. Enterprising companies 
engaged in hauline have built large ter- 
minals for storing'freight, and in .ono 
instance, at least a single concern is 
operating 150 trucks over routes leading 
from the city in "Which it is located. 


With the railroad problem still un- 


solved the demand for 
motor 
truck 


transportation is to become even great- 
er. Where they are in use has been 
demonstrated that the truck means a 
saving in time and expense. 


The advantages • of this method of 


hauling cannot be better illustrated than 
in the following general interest. 
. A manufacturer has an assignment of 
goods for a merchant fifty miles dis- 
tant. A train of trucks backs up to the 
dooc of this factory. 
The trucks are 


loaded within a short space of time and 
start upon their journey. 
Arriving at 


their destination they are backed up to 
the merchant's door and unloaded with 
speed and despatch. 


Delays are practically eliminated. The 


manufacturer is not forced to wait" un- 
til an empty railroad car is")"kicked" on 
to the factory siding. There are no de- 
lays caused by switching or by possible 
congestion or blockades in the railroad 
yards. There is no danger of tho con- 
signment going astray and much less 
danger of the goods being damaged. At 
tho merchant's end it is not necessary 
to pay for extra handling and drayage 
from the railroad yards to his business 
establishment.

served by the Pacific Gas and Electric 
Company, augurs well for a reduction 
of rates," .-.aid I.Iayor Irving this morn- 
ing:. "H shows that the railroad com- 
mission realizes that the abnormal con- 
ditions which prevailed a year ago no 
longer exist.
